A house built

WILMINGTON -_ Fred 
Roberts first appeared in 
Wilmington in 1899. Born in 
Berwick, Maine in 1856 to an 
old Yankee family, he was 
raised in Boston. Shortly 
after his arrival, his brother 
Herbert also moved to 
Wilmington. Both men were 
candy manufacturers, 
Herbert making a well-known 
brand of caramels and Fred 
being the man who made 
chocolates. 

Fred bought a home on the 
northerly side of Burlington 
Avenue, a few hundred feet 
westerly of the present 
Deming Way. Westerly of the 
home, the road ran slightly 
uphill. On that hill, there 
were three homes. Beyond 
the crest of the hill was a 
larger home with a barn 
behind it. : 

He demolished one of the 
homes, and the other two 
were moved across the street. 
The larger home on the prop- 


olate 


erty had been owned by the 
Kirkpatrick family. Today, 
that house is on Burlington 
Avenue, opposite Boutwell 
Street. 

Fred’s wife, Althera 
Clendennin, was a very kind- 
ly lady, five years older than 
her husband. There were 
three daughters, Helen, 
Althera and another, whose 
name has been lost. Althera 
married Harry Fletcher, the 
coachman, and they moved to 
Melrose. 

The F. H. Roberts Co. man- 
ufactured Apollo Chocolates 
in Boston. The treasurer of 
his company was a German 
woman named Alice Albrink. 
She was also the source of 
many ideas that helped to 
market those chocolates. In 
those days, chocolates were 
sold largely in bulk. Alice 
suggested a nice covered box, 
one that would be attractive 
to a young man about to go a- 
courting.

Thomas Villanova Church fol- 
lowed by internment with full 
military honors at Wildwood 
Cemetery.

Hamlin Lane to Shady Lane, 
eventually going down to, 
Route 62. 

This extension of town side- 
walks comprises part of a 
long-term .plan to connect 
sidewalks on all principal 
connecting streets, at least on 
one side. 

“It’s going to take many 
years,” said Onusseit. “We 
started it awhile ago and just 
finished up Woburn Street. 
We’ve been doing sections for 
the last five years, from 
Woburn Street School to the 
Woburn City line; a distance 
between three and four miles 
long.” f 

The Woburn Street area 
boasts a number of older 
houses beginning on old rural 
highways, some built within 
the right of way. Lawrence is 
a newer street. however, and 
Onusseit believes that the 
project will go quicker. 

Onusseit also plans a small- 
er sidewalk project for a little 
section of Route 62 from 
Palmer Way to Shady Lane, 


onthe Whitefield School side, 
better allowing pedestrian 
crossings near the Registry 
of Motor Vehicles office. 
Onusseit told the Crier that 
this section would not involve 
drainage, making it a simpler 
project. He plans to have it 
roughed in, at least, by the 
fall 


“It is one of those smaller 
projects we hope to squeeze 
in along the way,” Onusseit 
said. 

Other smaller projects the 
DPW is focusing on includes 
drainage problems on 
Lawrence Street and on 
Cunningham Street, including 
the installation of catch 
basins, which he hopes to 
have in by late fall. 

The DPW also performs all 
the field maintenance in town 
and plans some improvement 
work behind the Whitefield 
School, including the installa- 
tion of a small irrigation sys- 
tem just in time for the early 
fall sports season.

Bill to rename Woburn Post Office 


WASHINGTON, D.C. - 
Congressman Edward J. 
Markey (D-Malden) and 
Senators John Kerry and 
Scott Brown have introduced 
legislation to rename the 
Woburn Post Office after 
John “Jack” Maguire, a 
patrolman in the Woburn 
Police Department who was 
killed in the line of duty last 


year. 

Officer Maguire, a 34-year 
veteran of the Woburn police 
force, and a_ long-time 
Wilmington resident, was 
fatally shot in the line of duty 
when he responded to a rob- 
bery at a department store on 


December 26, 2010. Senators 
Kerry and Brown and 
Congressman Markey intro- 
duced legislation in both the 
Senate and House that would 
dedicate the post office locat- 
ed at 462 Washington Street to 
Officer Maguire’s 
service. The name of the post 
office would be changed to 
the “Officer John Maguire 
Post Office Building.” 

“A three-decade veteran of 
the police force, Officer 
Maguire died protecting near- 
by shoppers and employees 
from an armed criminal,” 
said Rep. Markey. “It is a 
tragedy for his family, the 


Woburn Police Department, 
and the entire community to 
have lost such a brave and 
honorable father, husband, 
and colleague. With the 
renaming of this post office in 
honor of Officer Maguire, we 
pay homage to the life and 
legacy of a true hometown 
hero." 3" 

“Jack Maguire gave his life 
for the people of this city and 
naming this post office in his 
honor is just one small way to 
say thank you for 34 years on 
duty and a sacrifice that 
knows no words,” said Sen. 
Kerry. “To his loving wife 
Desiree and to Bryan, Tara,

a year. 

Althera Clendennin Roberts 
died in 1906. The couple had 
no children. Two years later, 
Fred Roberts married Alice 
Albrink, the treasurer of his 
firm. She was one of the most 
gracious ladies ever to live in 
Wilmington. 

Fred and Alice had four 
children. There is no name 
listed for the oldest daughter, 
born in 1910. Fred Jr. was 
born June 25, 1911, Phoebe on 
Feb. 13, 1914 and Nancy on 
Nov. 10, 1917. 

Business was good. Fred 
began to think of a larger 
home. He looked at the hill 
beyond his home and the one 
beyond that, known from 
ancient days as Bear Hill. 
Fred bought four homes and 
60 acres of land. The homes, 
with the exception of the 
Kirkpatrick home, were torn 
down. Fred began to plan his 
new house. 

He chose Dinny McLaughlin 
of Woburn to be the stone 
mason. Irish-born stone 
masons in those days excelled 
in construction using granite, 
which was never cut. They 
used large stones, no small 
ones. Those men_ had 
acquired an eye for beauty 
with stones, for they had 
nothing else to build with. 

Dinny was rough. Dinny was 
tough. But he was a friendly 
man who was appreciated by 
the men with whom he 
worked. He employed about 
15 men to work on the 
Roberts house. The laborers 
were Italians from North 
Woburn, and the masons were 
Irishmen from Woburn. 
Every day, they would take 
the early train to Wilmington, 
and Dinny would lead the way 
up Burlington Avenue to Bear 


All the stones in the Roberts 
house were found on those 60 


acres. Herb Barrows had the 
job of finding the best stones 
and bringing them to the 
work site. Roberts provided a 
dump cart and a horse. 

In addition to the house, 
they also built stone walls, a 
carriage house, a wind mill, a 
hen house and a large pig 
house. » 

The Roberts house had 
beautiful entry, a sitting 
room, a sun room, a music 
room and a large kitchen. 
The dining room, which had a 
large oaken table, had murals 
on all four walls, painted by a 
lady who signed herself L. 
Parsons. One scene shows 
Gay Head on Martha’s 
Vineyard, with the Boston to 
New York steamer in the 
background. Another was a 
painting of Squantum, and 
another of Rockport. 

The kitchen was the domain 
of Mammy Johnson, assisted 
by her daughter and occa- 
sionally some girls from the 
neighborhood. 

A speaking tube connected 
the kitchen with the cellar. 
Mrs. Johnson would blow into 
the tube, and a whistle could 
be heard at the other end. 

As the Roberts children 
came along, Mammy solved 
many problems by speaking 
into that tube. Harry 
Fletcher, the coachman, 
would be expected to be there. 
“Mister Fletcher, come up 
here!” she would yell. 
Whether he was there or not

was not important. As soon as 
the children heard Mrs. 
Johnson’s voice, they were on 
their best behavior. 

The grounds of the Roberts 
estate were designed by A. 
Chandler Manning, a land- 
scape architect who lived in 
the home of Glen Road later 
owned by Hayward and May 
Bliss. Herb Barrows moved 
several trees for this land- 
scaping project. 

Bill Babine of Laurel 
Avenue was the head garden- 
er. He worked there until 1936 
and later became the 
Wilmington tree warden. 

Fred Roberts had a summer 
home in Wells Beach, Maine. 
He first had a_ Stanley 
Steamer, but did not like hav- 
ing to stop to add water. So he 


' returned it to the manufactur- 


er and bought a Packard 
Twin Six limousine, a 
Packard: Twin Car, a Buick 
limousine and a Ford run- 
about. 

Roberts would rise at 5:00 
a.m. After breakfast, he 
would walk to the railroad 
station and take the train to 
Boston. On Friday after- 
noons, he would take the train 
out to North Wilmington, 
where his chauffeur, Otto 
Bischoff, would meet him 
with one of the Packards. 
They would depart North 
Wilmington in a swirl of dust 
for the four-hour trip to Wells 
Beach.

Alice Roberts was a 
Sunday school teacher, and 
would lead the children in 
song, nodding her head in 
time to the music. The annual 
Sunday school picnic would 
often be held at the Roberts 
estate. Mrs. Roberts would 
be very precise, and would 
have purchased the exact 
number of ice cream cups 
needed to have one for each 
child. Fred and Alice Roberts 
donated the church organ. 
Alice Roberts also donated a 
home on Church Street as the 
parsonage. 

Roberts played a prominent 
role in Wilmington’s joining 
up with the Reading 
Municipal Light Dept. to 
bring electricity to 
Wilmington in 1909. 
Preceding the town meeting, 
there was a parade from 
Wilmington Square to the 
town hall, with Fred Roberts, 
Charlie Hudson and Dr. 
Daniel Buzzell leading the 
way, each carrying a lantern. 


‘Behind them was blacksmith 


Schamiel MacIntosh, leading 
a goat. The town meeting 
voted overwhelmingly to 
bring in electric power. 

Fred Roberts sold his busi- 
ness after World War I. He 
died on Oct. 20, 1920 and was 
buried in Somersworth, NH. 
Alice Roberts died on Sept. 8, 
1954 at age 81.

Can you imagine a life in 
which a postage stamp is a 
major expense? 

That’s how things were for 
me at this time last year. My 
income covered my mortgage 
payment, property tax and 
homeowner’s insurance, leav- 
ing me with sixty-seven cents 
a month for everything else. 

Eventually, I was able to 
renegotiate my loan so I had 
$30 a month to spend on gas, 
insurance and repairs for my 
car, co-payments for my med- 
ical needs, telephone, et 
cetera. I felt almost prosper- 
ous. 

Then, on July 1, I received 
my new tax bill. Thanks to 
all the people who voted to 
shift half the sewer debt to 
the tax levy, the increased 
property tax has raised my 
housing costs above my 
income. 


You may have heard that 


the average Social Security 


recipient gets $1,400 per 
month. That’s not me (or 
anyone I know). My income 
is closer to $800 a month. . 

Since I can’t increase my 
income (Congress didn’t 
think we needed a cost of liv- 
ing increase the last couple of 
years) or lower my expenses, 
I worry about becoming 
homeless very soon. 

What canI do? Any sugges- 
tions would be greatly appre- 
ciated. While I’m asking for 
suggestions, I should tell you 
that I probably wouldn’t be in 
this situation if the people 
who owe me money would 
repay what they borrowed.

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About five years ago I 
bought a bike - the Classic 
Cruiser, sometimes called the 
Retro (like me) - foot brake, 
balloon tires, big wide seat, 
fenders, metallic powder blue.

But after thirty-five 
years or so, I didn’t feel at all 
sure of myself. I had to ease 
into getting my balance - and 
confidence - before actually 
pedaling down the streets. 
That summer I had two minor

tense moments. Believe me, 
it’s a minefield out there - liv- 
ing right on Main Street/Rt. 
38, my re-introduction to bike 
riding was baptism by fire. 
The first mishap, not 400 feet 
from my door, was caused by 
a mailbox sticking out too far 
into the sidewalk, camou- 
flaged by a bush. My right 
handlebar caught the edge, 
sending me flying forward as 
the bike abruptly turned side- 
ways. Tangled into the swerv- 
ing bike, I hopped and 
dragged myself across the 
pavement (ouch!). I wasn’t 
hurt that bad - both palms 
scraped, one knee chopped up 
a bit. The interesting thing 
was, no cars stopped on busy 
Main Street, so I guess I did- 
n’t look as distressed (and 
goofy) as I thought. Or, more 
likely, no one noticed or 
cared. Determined not to be 
gun-shy, I continued to ride. 
A few weeks later I bounced 
off the side of a car that sud- 
denly pulled out of a driveway 
without warning. He saw me 
just as I skidded to a stop, 
almost in the kick of time. No 
problem! My last fender-ben- 
der, months later, could have 
been filmed for comedy. It 
involved my grandson on 
Wildwood Street. Just as I 
was about to yell, “Watch the 
pine needles, they’re slip- 
pery,” he went head-over- 
heels right in front of me. I

I’ve been back = in 
Massachusetts for a little 
over a week, and I’m fully 
acquainted with what should 
be described as Normal life. 
My house is just as it was 
when I left, my friends are 
here - everything looks and 
fits perfectly into a normal 
summer. Except for me. The 
past six weeks were a whirl- 
wind of emotions, serious 
conversations, adventure and 
trials. I’ve spent time hang- 
ing out with missionaries and 
hearing their stories. I’ve 
lived and eaten with three dif- 
ferent French families, and 
have been blessed by their 
hospitality. I’ve hiked and 
camped outside in the 
foothills of the Alps. I’ve 
thought about the beautiful 
country of France, and the 
pessimism that the Christians 
I met there have to live with - 
day after day. At 
Champfleuri, I had to under- 
stand that the French teens 
who sing and shout praises 
all week are returning to bro- 
ken homes, or homes with no 
church communities within 
two hours drive, or a church 
with no youth group. 

The day I left France I was 
happy to be returning home 
to sleep in my own bed and to 
hug my parents, and to see 
my friends. But when I land- 
ed, and passed through secu-

crashed into him, tumbling 
down the embankment into 
the swamp. We were both 
still in one piece so after lick- 
ing our wounds, I said 
“Onward.” 


I’ve smartened up a lot 
since then. I’m acutely aware 
of the road/driveway/side- 
walk hazards, riding defen- 
sively all the time, keeping in 
mind what I read a while ago, 
that the most dangerous 
activity you can do for exer- 
cise, over a certain age (that 
would be me), is ride a bike. 
Great. But by now I know the 
area where I ride really well - 
sticking to those side streets 
and big sprawling bus-divi- 
sions and all the crowded lit- 
tle streets around Silver Lake 
- in other words, low-traffic, 
high-visibility, no-surprises. 

It came back to me why, as 
a child, bike riding was so 
wonderful. It’s the freedom 
to go so far away from home - 
alone. For the rest of us, 
being able to glide along, with 
no sense of time, going in and 
out of those neighborhood 
streets that you would never 
have any reason to drive 
down, observing and um ... 
spying, free from the frustra- 
tion of the stop-and-go of a 
car, outside in the fresh air 
.... Well, it’s sheer pleasure if 
you ask me. But don’t get the 
idea that I’m some kind of 
long-distance rider - quite the 
opposite. My total riding dis- 
tance is never more than 
about ten miles. The thought 
of doing more has never 
entered my mind - until late- 
ly. 

The Pan Mass Challenge is 
in its 32nd year. Just about 
everyone has heard about the 
PMC, the biggest of all bike- 
a-thon fund raisers, raising 
more money for charity than 
any other single event in the 
country. All of the money 
goes to the Dana Farber 
Cancer Institute, through 


rity, I was hit with the ques- 
tion - “So how was it? Tell me 
about France!” and that’s 
when I felt a wave of uncer- 
tainty wash over me - about 
being at home, about myself, 
and about living in the land of 
Normal. 

Returning. After a few days 
of feeling like I had a foot in 
France and a foot in 
Wilmington, I started talking.

Since my time in 
France was so full and is still 
so fresh, I am still figuring 
out myself what I need to 
learn from the past six weeks. 
From the first week, living 
with the Mirones and helping 
with Silas to the next two 
weeks with French families 
and feeling like an outsider, to 
the last three weeks full of 
exhaustion, work, camp 
games and laughter. 

But then there’s this ques- 
tion: “So how was it?” Serving 
as a polite scold of my efforts 
to assimilate back into 
Normal. It’s difficult, but I 
know, completely necessary. 
I’m slowly realizing that 
experiences - whether it be 
travel, getting to know some 
one, learning about some- 
thing new - these are not 
intended to be isolated in one 
area of life. Stay with me, but 
I believe there is beauty in 
experiences changing how 
you think, even if it’s some-

their Jimmy Fund. To date

To be honest though, in spite 
of that, I never paid any 
attention to the TV promo- 
tions and stories. In my sub- 
conscious I suppose, was the 
feeling that the PMC doesn’t 
need me, they’re doing fine, 
in fact the PMC is doing fabu- 
lous. And I’ve become pretty 
jaded about fund raisers in 
general. If it isn’t a walk for 
hunger, a jog for justice, a run 
for religion or a parade for 
homeless pets - well, you get 
my drift. A cartoon in the 


New Yorker said it best: A- 


doctor and a patient are in 
the exam room. The doctor 
says “You'll probably recog- 
nize the disease you have Sir, 
by the fund raiser by the 
same name.” 

So last week, when tall dark 
and handsome, well-known 
Wilmington Townie Mickey 
Rooney asked me if I would 
help by writing something 
about the PMC, there was a 
long pause. Then we got talk- 
ing for quite a while, joking 
and laughing our heads off 
(Rooney is extremely funny 
and likable), and making fun 
of everything and everybody - 
mostly ourselves. Try to pic- 
ture this: We were on our 
bicycles the day we ran into 
each other - just the contrast 
was hysterical. Rooney was 
on a racing bike, dressed in 
full racing bike paraphernalia 
(scary looking helmet, wrap- 
around dark sunglasses, seri- 
ous spandex apparel) - 
Spiderman comes to mind.

thing as simple as a new way 
to work in the morning. 
Finding a new path - experi- 
encing life in a different way, 
creates the opportunity for 
new circumstances. This 
excites me, and since return- 
ing I’ve been thinking about 
how this type of beauty isn’t 
cheap, because it demands a 
sacrifice of the “status quo.” 
Going to France, in big and 
small ways, has revitalized 
what I know of Normal. 

So as I shuffle my feet, and 
try to talk about France, I am 
trying to bridge the gap 
between two ideas of Normal. 
And that’s just confusing. I’m 
learning to rest in the beauty 
of having my world changed

I’'d- 
rather do this than win the © 
lottery, really I mean that.” - 

Mickey Rooney has the true 
spirit of giving like no one ® 
else I know.

School lunch guidelines just got tougher

French bread variety), brown rice, 
whole-wheat bagels, and even tor- 
tillas. 

Two weeks ago, Massachusetts 
health officials endorsed new nutri- 
tion standards that supporters boast 
will be among the toughest in the 
country and will help combat child- 
hood obesity. Specifically, all sug- 
ared drinks and foods prepared with 


artificial sweeteners will be banned 
from the lunch line, while the quan- 
tity of fats and salts allowed in offer- 
ings will also be regulated. 

Schools must begin enforcing some 
of the guidelines as early as August 
2012 and the regulations apply to all 
food sold or provided at school a la 
carte lines, vending machines, 
school. stores, events, and fundrais- 
ers during the school day. 

Initial efforts at the state level to 


eliminate flavored milk with the 
new regulations met with resistance. 
Parents with children who would 
prefer no milk if they cannot have 
flavored milk expressed support for 
keeping the flavored option. Dairy 
companies are currently working to 
create a skim milk with a chocolate 
flavor without the added sugar con- 
tent. 

Palen is not concerned that 
Wilmington will see a large drop in 


students wishing to purchase lunch- 
es, because the changes have been 
gradual over the last few years. 
“Middle school bagel sales plum- 
meted when we switched to whole 
grain. We are looking for more 
appealing whole grains,” said Palen. 
“About 60 percent of students in 
Wilmington buy lunch. I don’t think 
it will drop off at all, because most 
of it they’ve already been getting 
anyway. It makes good sense. As 


long as the taste is there; that’s our 
biggest concern.” 

The price of lunches is also goin 
up next year, a quarter per meal, in 
an attempt to meet federal require- 
ments. For Kindergarten through 
elementary school, lunch will cost 
$1.80. Lunches at the Middle School 
and high school cost $2.05.

‘ With the award, Honda will

grams. Macy was presented 
the award by ESPN 
Sportscenter anchor and host 
Sage Steele. 

"Winning this award is def- 
initely an amazing feeling,” 
Macy said at the press confer- 
ence. “I never thought I would 
actually win it. Being nomi- 
nated was amazing as it is 
and to win it is unbelievable. 
There are so many phenome- 
nal female athletes. in 
Division II, and to represent 
them here today is just unre- 
al.” 

Macy was named the 
Honda/CWSA Division II 
recipient on June 15 out of a 
field of 11 finalists each in dif- 
ferent sports. She is the first- 
ever Division II student-ath- 
lete from the Northeast-10 
Conference, New England or 
East Region to receive the 
award, and is also the first 
field hockey player to earn the 
distinction in the CWSA pro- 
gram’s 24 years of honoring 
Division II athletes. 

Macy was joined at the cer- 
emony by her family as well 
as head coach Shannon 
Hlebichuk and director of ath- 
letics Dana Skinner. 

“Sammy’s name is synony- 
mous with passion, pride and 
perseveranee,” said 
Hlebichuk.

With sellers hoping to get the most possible 
for a home and buyers interested in spending 
the least, it's sometimes a battle of wills when 
it comes to hashing out a confirmed price in 
the world of real estate. Sellers who wonder 
whether they'll struggle to get a good offer can 
hedge their bets in the right direction by 
employing a few strategies. 


* What you see is what you get: It's difficult 
to change first impressions. If a potential buyer 
pulls up to a home that doesn't give them 
"warm and fuzzy" feelings immediately, it may 
be hard to eventually sway opinion of the home 
— even if it's pristine on the inside. Individuals 
do judge a book by its cover, which means that 
effort should be put into making a home's exte- 
rior as appealing as possible. Landscaping 
should be neat and lush. There shouldn't be 
any obstacles leading to the front of the home. 
Items that look in disrepair should be mended. 
Curb appeal does matter. 


* Use a real estate agent: Many people forgo 
this step, thinking they can sell their home just 
as well without an agent and not have to pay 
commission in the process. A real estate agent 
is schooled in the process of negotiating the 
price of an offered home. In fact, the more a 
home's selling price, the higher the agent's 
profit. That's incentive right there. 
Furthermore, agents know the average prices 


of similar homes and can help a seller price 
and market a property correctly. That may add 
up to a faster sale (and a better offer). 


* Price it competitively: Some sellers think 
the higher they price their home the more 
money they'll get for it. The fact is, the longer 
an overpriced home sits on the market, the less 
appealing it will appear to buyers. Individuals 
looking for a home may repeatedly see the list- 
ing and wonder what's wrong with the home. 
Even if it's the best home in the neighborhood, 
it may be seen as a red flag that's best avoid- 
ed. 


* Give people what they want: Buyers often 


prefer updated kitchens and bathrooms. Most . 


buyers out there are not looking for "handy- 
man specials." They want a relatively turn-key 
property. A kitchen or bathroom that is an eye- 
sore can repel potential buyers. Home shoppers 
may be more inclined to go closer to asking 
price if some of the bigger-ticket items are 
already completed. 


* Don't be an open book: If a buyer knows 
that time is of the essence or the home is 
"priced to sell," he or she may sense that des- 
peration, almost guaranteeing a low-ball offer. 
Sellers shouldn't let on too much about their 
reasons for selling or make it seem like they'll 
be in dire straights if the home doesn't sell 
quickly. Selling a home under duress is not 
likely to cause prospective buyers to pony up. 


* Don't be afraid’ to counter-offer: A buyer 
who is excited to get an offer on a home in a 
slow market, but feels the offer is below value, 


should definitely counter-offer. While the buyer ' 


may not accept the counter, he or she may 
make another offer that is more to the seller's 


liking.
